(Waukesha County) Herd Under Federal Inspection For Health (Near Seattle) 
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Canada’s Royal Winter Fair 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


LTHOUGH this is only the third year of the Royal 

Winter Fair of Canada at Toronto, it is already es- 

tablished as a fixture in Canada’s agricultural and 
live stock program. This year’s show, November 18-26, 
was an outstanding success in every department and was 
a splendid exposition of the progress made by Canada’s 
live stock breeders as well as the fruit of her soil. The 
Holstein show was undoubtedly the best show in the 
Dominion this year and would rank with the best of our 
State Fair shows. There were 203 head of this breed 
from over two dozen exhibitors. It was principally a 
show of Ontario cattle with one herd from Nova Scotia 
and another from Alberta, repaying the courtesy of the 
annual western invasions of the Ontario breeders. The 
premiums were well distributed with close contests in 
nearly every class. Haley & Lee were the largest indi- 
vidual winners, taking seven first prizes, four seconds, 
seven thirds and both junior championships. W. J. Elgie, 
whose herd was such a heavy winner on the Prairie Prov- 
ince and Eastern circuit earlier in the season was also a 
contender all the way through, with four firsts and seven 
seconds. A. E. Hulet, as always, was near the head of 
the line and while his string accounted for six seconds 
and four thirds, he was able to break through with but 
one first prize, although that animal also accounted for 
senior and grand championship among the females. D. A. 
McPhee, made a most interesting showing based upon 
his great two-year-old bull, Sir Francy Mercena Burke. 
This bull was junior champion at the National Dairy Show 
last year and is showing this year in two-year-old form. 
He was easily the grand champion of this show, as he was 
at Ottawa earlier. Particularly significant is the fact that 
a son and a daughter of this bull were both first prize 
winners in the calf classes and five of these youngsters 
were inside the money. These were selected from his 
first eight calves dropped. J. W. Innes made a splendid 
showing with six first prizes, closely crowding Haley & 
Lee for top honors in this respect. 


The Bull Classes 


The show opened with a class of ten aged: bulls, among 
which Elgie’s King Ormsby Piebe Ormsby won handily. 
This K. P. O. P. son was second at the National last 
year and would be noticed in any class of aged bulls. 
Later on, he was made reserve grand champion of this 
show. The two-year-old class brought out the grand 
champion in Sir Francy Mercena Burke, owned by D. A. 
McPhee. This bull has developed very nicely since his 
selection as All-American yearling in 1923 and is now one 


of the best two-year-olds we have even seen. He has: 


wonderful style and breed character along with plenty of 
strength throughout and should be one of the great show 
bulls of the breed if he continues to develop right. Par- 
ticularly pleasing in this connection was the fact that two 
of his offspring, a bull and a heifer, were first prize win- 
aers in the calf classes. The C. P. R. Demonstration and 


Supply Farm had a mighty good bull in the two-year-old 
class in Strathmore Fairchild Evergreen. He has been a 
consistent and unbeaten winner in the senior yearling 
class throughout the Prairie Province circuit. This is a 
very smooth youngster but lacking in the size and scale 
of the winner. Haley & Lee brought out the junior 
champion male in the senior calf, Prince Insgar Colan- 
thus Abbekerk. This is a bull of unusual substance for 
a calf of his age. He is from a dam that milked over 
800 lbs. in 7 days and is being retained as junior herd 
sire. The winner of the junior calf class, as stated, was 
a son of the grand champion, Sir Francy Mercena Burke, 
owned by McPhee. Hulet had a very strong contender in 
this class in a young son of Count Paul E. Posch, but 
Judge Stevens favored the McPhee entry because of 
better quality and superior head, neck and shoulders. 


The Female Classes 


Haley & Lee won both the dry and milking divisions 
of the class four years old or over. In the milking section, 
Belle Calamity Wayne won the red, which is given for 
first place in Canadian shows, after a very close contest 
with Francy Abbekerk Ladoga, of the Hulet string. Both 
cows were very good in the udder, but the Hulet entry 
did not have quite the size nor style of the first cow. In 
the dry class, Walnut Hill Modest Rose, a 36-lb. cow, was 
a worthy top, although Elgie’s Josie Homestead Watson, a 
Wisconsin bred cow, would probably have been the win- 
ner, had her udder been a little more strongly attached. In 
the three-year-old class, Hulet had an outstanding winner 
among the dry heifers in Jessie Ladoga Posch, a daugh- 
ter of Princess Sylvius Ladoga. This heifer had every- 
thing that a good Holstein needs and would not look bad 
in any three-year-old string and that has been an out- 
standing class all season. She was just ready to freshen. 
Elgie had the second prize winner in this class, Maud 
Fayne Lindley, a heifer that has recently broken the 
Canadian milk record for two-year-olds in the ten months’ 
division. Elgie also had the first prize winner in the 
milking section of the three-year-old class, the winner 
being Corner Lawn Queen Colantha Tidy, who has been 
a consistent winner throughout the season. J. W. Innes 
had the winners in both sections of the two-year-old 
class; Laurel Lee Alcartra, a daughter of King Segis 
Aleartra Calamity, won the dry class handily. She is a 
grand heifer and just ready to freshen with a beautiful 
udder. Ardealia Beatrice Calamity was the winner in 
the milking section. She was especially good in top line 
and rump but lacking in middle from recent freshening. 
This class, however, was rather a plain one, as was also 
the case with the milking three-year-olds taken as a 
whole. The younger heifer classes, as is so often the 
case, brought out the keenest competition of the show. 
The senior yearling class was perhaps the best of all. 
Of the sixteen animals shown in this class, there were 
at least two that had to be left out of the money that 
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would have been good enough to win ordinarily. Haley 
& Lee had the leader in Susie Colantha Wayne, a daugh- 
ter of Bell Farm King Susie. Regardless of quality of 
the senior yearling class, it was in the junior class that 
the Judge found his junior champion in Haley & Lee’s 
great heifer, Mildred Butter Girl Colantha. This heifer 
has the quality and finish of a champion with a splendid 
top line and the pin bones right up where they belong. 
Haley & Lee took second in this class with Abbekerk 
Susie Girl, a daughter of Bell Farm King Susie. This 
heifer also had a great top line and rump, but lacked in 
the strength of the third and fourth prize heifers, a pair 
of twins shown by the C. P. R. Demonstration & Supply 
Farm. The senior heifer calf class also brought out 
wonderfully even quality, W. S. Schell & Sons having a 
most attractive winner in Sadie Lestrange of Hillview. 
In the junior calf class, McPhee took the red with a 
daughter of Sir Francy Mercena Burke, the grand cham- 
pion two-year-old bull. This heifer had most remarkable 
udder development for a heifer of her age and was Judge 
Stevens’ choice for reserve junior champion. Elgie had 
a very sweet daughter of Ourvilla Susie Sir Abbekerk in 
second place. 

The groups were well split up, Elgie winning graded 
herd and get of sire, the latter on the get of Ourvilla 
Susie Sir Abbekerk, a son of “Black Susie.” Haley & 
Lee took the dairy herd and the junior herd, and J. W. 
Innes produce of dam, breeder’s herd and group composed 
of three daughters of a qualified sire. 

The awards were made by Ward W. Stevens, of Liver- 
pool, New York, in his usual careful and painstaking 
manner.

eye State has a herd of over 1600 head of Holsteins, 

nearly half of which are purebreds. This breeder 
“owns a farm of 13,324 acres and leases some 3,000 acres 
in addition each year for his farming operations. He has 
a total investment in farms, stock and equipment of 
approximately $38,000,000. Last year this breeder pro- 
duced $885,119.00 worth of farm products of which $287,- 
362.00 came from the dairies and $282,178.00 from the 
gardens. This busy and successful farmer, dairyman and 
Holstein breeder is, as you may have guessed, the State 
Department of Public Welfare of Ohio. 

Twenty-three Ohio State Institutional farms located in 
every corner of the State are under the general direction 
of Hon. J. E. Harper, Director, and under the personal 
direction of Mr. J. T. Hogsett, Chief Agriculturist and 
Horticulturist of the Department of Public Welfare. 
Under their direction, the various state farms cooperate, 
each farm having for its main crops those best adapted 
to the section of the state in which that particular farm 
is located, the ex-

made in any one herd may reflect credit upon and in- 
crease the value of other herds. The great number of 
females in these herds will greatly facilitate develop- 
ment of sires in service. 

At last report, the Ohio State herds, located mostly on 
fifteen different institution farms, consisted of 1,047 cows 
in milk, purebred and grade Holsteins; 498 heifers, mostly 
purebred; 46 calves, mostly purebred and 47 service bulls, 
all purebred. In all there are 724 purebred Holsteins and 
this number is being rapidy increased by the birth of 
purebred heifers. 

The seven herds of the state most highly developed 
are located at Toledo, Dayton, Athens, Lima, Mansfield, 
Massilon and Lancaster, and are practically all purebred. 
It is in these seven herds that the most of the official and 
semi-official testing has been and is'at present being done, 
but accurate records, not only of production but also of 
cost of production are kept in all the herds at all times. 
At the Toledo State Hospital, one of the finest equipped 
Holstein plants in the country, 114,000 Ibs. milk was pro- 

duced during last 





cess products being 
shipped to the in- 
stitutions as desired. 
Even in spite of the 
high freight rates 
this system means a 
big saving to the tax- 
payers of the State 
because of-the differ- 
ent conditions ob- 
tained in the differ- 
ent parts of - the 
state. 

The purpose of the 
farms is of course to 
provide food and 
healthful outdoor ex- 
ercise for the 26,000 
unfortunate inmates 
of the various insti- 
tutions. Dairying, en- 
tirely with Holsteins 
ranks first in the 
farming operations 
of the State, with 
vegetable gardening 
a close second, but 


oats, hay and potato 
crops also run _ into 
big figures. Practically, everything raised on the state 
farms is consumed by the institutions. 

In building up the dairy herds, all desirable heifer 
calves are now saved for breeding stock, whether grade or 
purebred, because of the great demand for milk and 
butter. 

Desirable purebred bulls are used as service bulls 
and grade bulls and undesirables of both sexes are 
slaughtered. The marketing of the surplus stock has not 
yet become one of their problems, although the day is not 
far distant, so rapid is the growth of the herds, that the 
State of Ohio will have several hundred good purebred 
bulls to sell for breeding purposes each year. 

With relation to the dairy herds of the state institu- 
tions, the following policy has been formulated by Mr. 
Hogsett: 

1. To place all herds on a strictly purebred basis as 
rapidly as possible. 

2. To develop these herds by systematic testing for 
records of production, particularly in the ten months and 
yearly divisions. 

3. To continue the improvement of the herds by the 
addition and careful selection of high class herd sires. 

4. To raise all desirable heifer calves for the building 
up and replacement of the herds. 

5. To tuberculin test all herds regularly at least once 
every six months until they show three consecutive tests 
with no reactions, and then once each year thereafter. 

6. To build up a closer relationship between the dif- 
ferent herds by the interchange of herd sires between 
the different institutions, in order that production records

One of the greatest 
producers as yet de- 
veloped at any of the 
institutions was Irma 
Johanna Concordia, 
at Athens State Hos- 
pital, who in 1917 
broke the State Rec- 
ord for milk and for 
butter in both the 
seven and thirty-day 
divisions as a senior 
3-year-old and came 
the following 
year with a state rec- 


‘ord for butter in the seven-day division of the senior four- 


year-old class, giving her five state championships. An- 
other good one was Wellington Duchess Hengerveld, at 
Dayton State Hospital, whose record of 34.45 lbs. was 
at the time the fifth highest mature record in the state. 
It was only this past spring that London Orrice YVeeman 
Hengerveld, at Toledo State Hospital, produced 687.9 Ibs. 
milk in a week on official test, as a two-year-old, one of 
the greatest milk records ever reported at that age. The 
largest seven-day record in the state—38.14 lbs. butter— 
was made by the state owned cow, Dayton Meta Pontiac 
Beets. A great many good long-time records are now in 
progress at Toledo and other institution herds. Five of 
the present Ohio State Champions and numerous former 
State Champions were developed at the various State In- 
stitutions. The present day herd sires are many of them 
descended from King Hengerveld Model Fayne and Fin- 
derne Holingen Fayne Korndyke, two former herd sires 
that have splendid lists of large record daughters, many 
of them developed at the various institutions. To head the 
Athens State Hospital herd, the state recently purchased 
Bell Farm Monarch, a son of King Mabel Segis Korndyke 
and Bell Farm Palmyra, a 30-lb. three-year-old and 
member of the famous first prize get of sire at the 1923 
National. This bull stood second in a class of twelve at 
the Ohio State Fair this past fall. Another Bell Farm 
bull is in service at Dayton State Hospital. He is Bell 
Farm Ensign, a son of Echo King Sylvia from one of the 
great record daughters of Finderne Pride Fayne. His

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Year Book of the National Dairy Assn. 


HE National Dairy Association has published a Year 
T Book, covering the history of the Association and its 

major activity, the National Dairy Show, from its in- 
ception and with a complete report of the awards made at 
the 1923 Exposition. The historical matter has been pre- 
pared by W. E. Skinner, secretary and general manager 
since 1912. It-contains sketches of the champions of the 
different breeds. The Ayrshire champions are described 
by C. L. Burlingham, secretary of the Ayrshire Breeder’s 
Association; the Brown Swiss by R. E. Ammon, of Wis- 
consin, the Guernseys by Charles L. Hill, of Wisconsin; 
the Holsteins by W. A. Prescott of the World staff, while 
the authorship of the Jersey materjal is not stated. These 
sketches are illustrated with photographs of the grand 
championship winners of each breed since 1910 and some 
of the breeds go back to the beginning of the Show in 
1906. As a reference work this book will find a very 
acceptable place upon the desk of every live stock editor 
and should be a very welcome addition to every purebred 
breeder’s library. The workmanship of the book itself 
is a credit to the press of W. D. Hoard & Sons Company, 
as the arrangement and compilation of the material-is to 
Secretary Skinner. While the book was prepared 
primarily for the benefit of members of the National 
Dairy Association and has been sent to each member, 
together with the college libraries and the live stock 
press, Mr. Skinner advises that there are about one hun- 
dred copies left over. These may be secured as long as 
they last upon application to Manager W. E. Skinner, 910 
South Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, at a price of 
$2.00 a copy, which just about covers the cost of printing 
and mailing. Mr. Skinner advises that if the demand is 
sufficient, a second edition will be prepared. 


Show Ring Classifications 


N THE past we have on numerous occasions commented 
| favorably uvon the Canadian practice of dividing their 

classes of females over two years of age into dry and 
milking divisions. The purpose of this division, of course, 
is obvious, it being assumed that the dry cow shows 
at a disadvantage when compared with the fresh cow, 
carrying a large udder. Our observation at the recent 
Canadian Royal has raised a doubt as to whether this 
division serves the purposes intended and is really worth 
the extra trouble, confusion and cost resulting. 

Our reason for this opinion is that the breeder who 
goes at his showing in a business-Hke way and figures 
ahead from one year to the next, breeds his cows to 
freshen just as near the date of the more important shows 
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as he can. Thus, we find, that at the recent Canaaqj 
Royal there were numerous instances of animals that 
were entered in the milking class, but which haq 
freshened on the judging date and thus had to be re, 
ferred over into the dry class, and others entered ip the 
dry class had to be transferred over into the milkj 
class. In either case, these animals were shown wae 
udder fully made up and thus the purposes of a seven 
class for dry cows was defeated. Perhaps the dificult 
could be avoided by considering a springing cow ip th, 
class for milking animals, while the cow at the very oan 
of her lactation might properly go into the'dry ¢lg 
There would be difficulty here, however, in drawing qa ting 
of demarkation that could be checked up by the tan 
management without too much trouble and that would 
be fair in every instance. 


Personally, we have come to the conclusion that th 
extra money now paid for the separate classes for 
cows and two and three-year-old heifers would be bett: 
spent in adding to the premiums in the regular classifies, 
tions and perhaps giving a few more prizes in each class 
than are now offered at the Canadian fairs. With la . 
classes and keen competition, it often happens whos 
only six monies are offered that many worthy atideeate 
are forced to go out without any recognition for their 
merit. We believe it is important also that a separate 
class should be carried in our large shows for three. 
year-old bulls, as they are at a serious handicap in fn 
petition with mature animals. aay 

Another problem that our, large shows hay 
tend with is that of the so-called Advanced theme 
classes. It seems to be a very difficult matter to ted 
out any system of credit for both production and con- 
formation that will bring out correctly the educational 
feature which these classes are supposed to carry. In 
years gone by, at the National Dairy Show, the method 
employed was to score the animals on the basis of the 
scale of points and then allow a definite number of points 
in proportion to the amount by which their records ex. 
ceeded the requirements for their ages. The principal 
objection to this system in operation was that the Dairy 
Show management did not check definitely upon the offi- 
cial record of the cows in advance of the show so that all 
that was done in the ring at the time of the show was the 
scoring of the animals, after which the records of those 
placed were submitted to the Supt. of Advanced Regis. 
try of the breed Association and their official credits 
were worked out later on. This destroyed very largely 
the educational benefit desired, as the final placings could 
not be made in the presence of the ringside spectators. 


This year, at both the National and Waterloo, a dif.- 
ferent system was employed whereby only cows that had 
exceeded the requirements for their age by at least 50 
per cent were eligible to compete in the Advanced Reg- 
istry classes and then the placings were made entirely 
upon the basis of conformation. This system was not 
entirely satisfactory either if we understand correctly the 
purpose of the Advanced Registry classes, in that the 
cow which may have produced double the requirements 
for admission to the Advanced Register gets no more 
credit in competition than does the cow that barely ex- 
ceeds the 50 per cent excess requirement. 


At the Canadian Royal a still different system was 
employed. As we understand it, the animals are arranged 
by the judge in accordance to their individual merits, the 
best cow in the ring being assigned a score of 70 points 
and the others rating down below that score as their 
conformation may warrant. Then the highest record 
animal is given a credit of 30 points and those below her 
are rated from that point in accordance with the size of 
their record. The intent of this plan is to eliminate any 
high record cow that may be decidedly off type. We were 
not favorably impressed, however, with the way this plan 
worked out in actual operation. Personally, we have 
never seen that breeders have taken any great amount of 
interest in these Advanced Registry classes and we have 
serious doubts that they have justified their existence in 
show ring premium lists.

Wisconsin breeders have done much to further the 
outstanding success of the 1924 show season, winding up 
in a blaze of glory at the Portland show, where they took 
away all championships and the lion’s share of the blue 
ribbons. Probably the major share of credit for this greay 
showing throughout the season should go to the Jeffer- 
son County Association, which made what we believe to 
be the most ambitious show circuit ever attempted by a 
county herd. The Wisconsin state organization, building 
around the nucleus of the Jefferson County exhibit, anda 
with the cooperation of the owners of the other animals 
that made such a splendid showing at the National Daivy 
Exposition, performed a real service for the breed in 
making it possible for this demonstration herd to go 
through to the Western Coast. The train made a number 
of stops enroute, the grand champion animals were taken 
out and paraded with appropriate lectures upon their 
merits and the merits of the Holstein-Friesian breed, 
which were well received by local audiences. The results 
in the years to come should be far reaching and we are 
glad to add our word of praise and appreciation for the 
progressive spirit of our friends in Wisconsin which made 
this showing possible. 


Ringside Observations at Toronto 


Among the American visitors closely following the 
Holstein judging at the Royal were M. W. Faitoute, owner 
of Bloomingdale Farms, Somerville, New Jersey, and 
Harry Yates, owner of Yates Farm, Orchard Park, New 
York, together with Mr. Yates’ manager, Fred Nichols. 
Mr. Yates has been a liberal patron of Canadian breeders, 
particularly the lines of breeding that have been de- 
veloped by Alf Hulet. The Yates herd sires are Hulet 
bred and many of the best show animals developed by 
Hulet have found their way into the Yates herd. This 
was the case with Jessie Ladoga Pwosch, the beautiful 
three-year-old that was awarded .grand championship of 
the show. Mr. Yates concluded her purchase right after 
the awards were made. Hulet retains her long enough to 
show at the Ottawa Winter Fair and will also keep her 
calf which was expected within a few hours after the cham- 
pionships were placed. This particular heifer was shown 
at the National last year, winning fourth in the sensa- 
tional two-year-old class, being headed only by the Corwin 
heifer, Dorothy and one of John Bell’s. She will be heard 
from further at the Yates Farm, both in the show ring 
and in official test. Fred Southcott, manager of Holly- 
hock Farms, Dousman, Wisconsin, arrived Friday morn- 
ing, after the judging was completed. Others that we saw 
from this side were Prof. McNutt, who was judging a 
good show of Jerseys; Bob Hildebrand and Harry Stroh- 
meyer, whose pictures of the Holstein winners will appear 
next week; and Doc Burlingham, secretary of the Ayr- 
shire Association, who found much to be proud of in the 
outstanding quality show of Ayrshires at Toronto. Among 
others we noted from a distance were W. H. Hicks, super- 
intendent of the Experimental Farm at Agassiz, B. C., who 
is East on a “bull hunt,” and C. L. Goodhue, manager of 
Raymondale Farm, from Quebec. Both of these young 
men, by the way, have brought out world’s champion pro- 
ducers with records about 1600 Ibs. butter in the year. 
Harold Gulliver, livestock editor of Country Life, was the 
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only other press representative from the U. S. we saw at 
the Royal. 


Dr. H. A. Clark, Brockville, Ontario, had an interest- 
ing display of the Canadian champion milk producer, 
Queen Beulah, whose story was recently told in these 
columns. She attracted much attention from the large 
crowd that flocked through the cattle barns. Dr. Clark 
advises us that he has decided to keep her son by Cham- 
pion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, which he has been offering for 
sale, and will sell instead his senior herd sire, Champion 
Sylvius Hengerveld, another son of Champion Echo Sylvia 
Pontiac out of a 30-lb. dam from a great producing family. 
This bull was second in the aged class at the Royal this 
year and has an impressive show ring record, being first 
at the Canadian National as a two-year-old, senior and 
grand champion as a three-year-old at Ormstown, Sher- 
brooke and at Ottawa. His first daughters are doing ex- 
ceptionally well in both long and short-time test and the 
daughters shown with him made a very attractive exhibit. 

Pat Salley, Lachine Rapids, Quebec, and his side-kick, 
Neil Sangster, of Ormstown, Quebec. were visitors during 
the show. The Salley show string is always a contender 
at the Eastern Ontario and Quebec expositions, but could 
not be spared right at this time on account of the short- 
age of milk in the special retail market they have built up 
in Montreal. 


Chris and Jack Houck report that they have had a very 
good year at Llenroc Farms, their most outstanding re- 
cent performance being a 31,000-lb. four-year-old that 
made nearly 1.400 lbs. butter in a year—the second high- 
est in the world for her class. They report also that their 
daughters of Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast, the son of 
Bess Johanna Ormsby owned by Winterthur Farms, are 
soon due to freshen and look extremely promising. They 
were pleased to report also that the Llenroc herd re- 
ceived its Accredited certificate about a month ago. 


W. A. Clemons, secretary of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of Canada, was an interested spectator, along 
with his son, George, who is. winning considerable fame 
on high school athletic fields. Mr. Clemons reports that 
registrations for the current year are running practically 
33 1-3% above last year, which is a very encouraging 
showing. Mr. Clemons reported to us another 1000-lb, far 
producer in Canada that has not yet been announced, 
this being Homestead Ida Pietertje, owned by W. A. Flem- 
ming. Truro, Nova Scotia. Her record of 1,274 Ibs. butter, 
24,577 lbs. milk, with an average test of 4.13% Is es- 
pecially creditable from the fact that it was made on 
three-time milking. 


We were pleased to renew acquaintance with Arthur 
Hay, who is now herdsman for W. J. Elgie, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ontario. Arthur Hay will be remembered as the 
boy who raised Carnation King Sylvia and who came into 
some prominence at the time this bull was sold by Sena- 
tor Hardy for $106.000 in the Milwaukee National Sale. 
That Arthur is living up to his youthful promise is evi- 
denced from the work he reports in the test barn at Mr. 
Elgie’s Soo herd. Ourvilla Petunia Mercedes, the cow 
that they showed so successfully in 1923, has now finished 
the year with over 28,600 lbs. milk and 1,237.50 lbs. butter, 
just missing the 1000-lb. fat mark. Maud Fayne Lindley, 
also, has established a new Canadian record for the ten 
months’ division as a junior two-year-old with 20,684 Ibs. 
milk, 835.4 Ibs. butter. She was second prize in the two- 
year-old class at the Royal, so that it is evident that Mr. 
Elgie is combining type and production in his herd. The 
foregoing records were given by Mr. Hay from memory 
but are approximately correct. 


On our way home from Toronto, we met Dr. D. B. 
Armstrong, of Watertown, New York, on his way to 
Toronto. His interest there was particularly the show of 
silver black foxes, which business is claiming the Dr.’s at- 
tention right now. The show of foxes at Toronto was 
one of the interesting features of the Canadian Royal.

PURDUE OFFERS EIGHT WEEKS 


COURSE IN DAIRY PRODUC- 
TION 
There has been a great deal of 
interest in dairying during the last 
few years and the demand for 
trained men in dairying has been 


greater than the number of trained 
men available for such positions. The 
Dairy Department receives many in- 
quiries for cow testers, official test- 
ers, and herdsmen and dairy farm 
managers. The Dairy . Production 
course is designed to give the neces- 
sary training which will assist in 
qualifying young men for the above 
positions. Balanced rations for dairy 
cattle, common diseases of dairy 
cattle and the kind of crops suitable 
for a dairy farm and a study of dairy 
farm organization and marketing of 
dairy farm products, are _ subjects 
which the students who register for 
this course receive. The lectures in 
dairying will be supplemented by 
practical work in the University 
Dairy Herd, which consists of approx- 
imately one hundred head of pure- 
bred cattle, representing four dairy 
breeds, Jersey, Holstein-Friesian, 
Guernsey and Ayrshire.

ATCO HERD HAS HIGH AVERAGE 


The herd of purebred Holsteins at 
Atco Farms, Milo, Maine, not only

The 20 head of milking cows which 
include six -two-year-olds, averaged 
for the last lactation period, 12,669 
Ibs. milk. Only six of this number 
were milked more than twice a day 
and only five of the entire number av- 
eraged less than 10,000. This is sure- 
ly a very fine showing and no doubt 
there are many more animals in this 
number capable of making a large 
year record providing they are milked 
and fed four times daily. 

Every dairyman of course, realizes 
that it is not the outstanding animals 
in a herd that really counts, but 
rather the average for the entire 
herd; that it is on this basis that fig- 
ures must be computed, and the soon- 
er more dairymen work toward this 
end of a high average, the sooner they 
will place their business on a more 
profitable basis.

WO recent additions to the list of 
4 producers of 1,000 lbs. butterfat 

in a year—a list that now num- 
bers one hundred in the United States 
and Canada—are the two great Cal- 
ifornia cows pictured on this page. 
Announcement of these records has 
already appeared in the World and 
our readers will be interested in see- 
ing the pictures of the animals that 
have turned out such remarkable pro- 
duction, both of them, as it happens, 
in senior four-year-old form. Until 
these two heifers made their records, 
there were only four senior, four-year- 
olds of the breed that had passed the 
1,000-lb. mark for fat. These two 
make six in this class and their rank- 
ing in class for butter fat is fourth 
and fifth. The two highest heifers 
in this class come from Minnesota, 
the third from Pennsylvania, these 
two from California and the _ sixth 
from Canada.

Her rec- 
ord is the highest for milk of any 
heifer under full age and has been ex- 
ceeded only by the best record of 
Segis Pietertje Prospect, the only 37,- 
000-Ib. cow. She is the fourth daugh- 
ter of her sire, Sir Veeman Korndyke 
Pontiac, to produce over 29,000 Ibe. 
milk. For a more complete discuss-

The new 36,000-lb. heifer made her 
record with her second calf at the 
age of 4 years 8 months 19 days. She 
dropped her second calf October 7, 
1923, and was immediately put on 
test, making a seven-day record of 
33.5 lbs. butter for 657.4 Ibs. milk in 
her seven-day period starting just six 
days after calving, and showing an 
average test of 4.08 per cent.

SOUTHERN DODGE COUNTY C. T. 
A. REPORT 

The Cow Testing Association of 

Southern Dodge County, Minnesota, 

has issued its first annual report in 

the form of an attractive 32-page 

booklet, published by Bruce Goch- 
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nauer, tester, and containing besides 
the actual report on the work of the 
association, instructive and entertain- 
ing articles by Mr. Gochnauer and 
by various members of the associa- 
tion and extension men and others, 
and also some advertising by local 
business men and dairymen. 

This association was organized July 
6, 1923, with 22 menibers signing up, 
and testing started immediately 
thereafter. Four more members 
were soon added and one dropped out 
on account of sickness, so twenty-five 
members with 321 cows appear in the 
list of herd averages for the year. 
Four more members came in later, 
but too late for a yearly average to 
be computed on their herds. Of the 
twenty-five herds that have been in 
the association fon six months or 
more, more than half are wholly, or 
in part, Holstein herds, either grade 
or purebred, the balance being 
Guernseys, Short Horns, Jerseys, 
Angus and Red Durham. The two 
highest average herds on the list 
are the Holstein herds of R. A. Klings- 
beil and Chris Ditlevson, the former 
having an average of 371.23 lbs .fat 
and 10,393.0 lbs. milk for ten cows 
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and the latter an average of 366.87 
ibs. fat and 10,844 Ibs. milk for six- 
teen cows. In the high herd of Mr. 
Klingsbeil the feed cost per pound of 
fat for the year was only $0.169, or 
less than any other herd in the as- 
sociation except three that did a small 
fraction of a cent better per pound. 
The cost per pound of milk in this 
herd was only 61 cents, or less than 
any other herd except one. 

Of the ten high cows in the asso- 
ciation for the year, eight were Hol- 
steins, two grade Guernseys ranking 
fifth and tenth. One of Mr. Ditlev- 
son’s grade Holsteins stood first on 
the list with two of his pure bred Hol- 
steins ranking third and fourth. Mr. 
Kingbeil had a grade Holstein in sec- 
ond place .

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FEEDING CABBAGE MAY GIVE 
MILK OBJECTIONABLE FLAVoR 


Succulent feeds in the ration of 
dairy cows have come to have such 
importance that many crops not 
grown primarily for this purpose 
may enter into the ration. Cabbage 
and potatoes, though not generally 
grown for dairy feeds, are often fed 
to dairy cows as a means of supply. 
ing succulence and disposing econom- 
ically of products that are otherwise 
unmarketable. 


Like other succulent feeds, cabbage 
and potatoes may have a tendency to 
impart undesirable flavors and odors 
to the milk, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture, if fed 
under certain conditions. Tests have 
been conducted by the department to 
determine the extent to which these 
crops affect the flavor of milk and 
how they may be fed and the milk 
handled so as to minimize such 
effect. 


It was found that on the average 
when dairy cows consume as much 
as 14.3 pounds of cabbage within one 
hour before milking time, abnormal 
and objectionable flavors are pro. 
duced in the milk. An increase ir 
the amount of cabbage fed intensifes 
these flavors. An average of 25 
pounds of cabbage may be consumed 
immediately after milking, however, 
without having objectionable flavors 
in the milk become noticeable. Some 
of these flavors may be eliminated by 
proper aeration of the milk, and 
others greatly reduced. 

The feeding of 14.8 pounds of 
potatoes an hour before milking may 
flavor the milk to a slight extent, but 
hardly enough to be detected by the 
average consumer. Increasing this 
amount of potatoes does not in, 
crease the abnormal flavors and 
odors produced in the milk. Dairy 
cows may be fed as much as 28 
pounds of potatoes immediately after 
milking, with no resultant off flavors 
in the milk.

five nearest dams average over 36 
lbs. He also was a prize winner at 
Columbus. 

A third Bell Farm bull, Bell Farm 
Romeo, was purchased at the Bell 
Farm Sale last fall. He is a son of 
the famous show bull, Sir Romeo 
Mildred Colantha, from a 23-lb. two- 
year-old daughter of Echo King 
Sylvia, the second dam being a 30-lb. 
three-year-old daughter of King Vee- 
man Pontiac Hengerveld from a 27- 
lb. dam. His ten nearest tested dams 
average just 32 lbs. butter in a week. 

Special attention is being paid to 
the herd sires in the more highly de- 
veloped herds and their sons from 
the best cows in these herds go to 
head other herds owned by the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, thus 
welding the whole system into one 
gigantic herd, and giving opportunity 
for constructive line breeding. 

All of the state-owned herds are 
under state and federal supervision, 
nine of them are fully accredited and 
several others have passed one or 
more clean tests. As the herds are 
being developed by breeding rather 
than by buying Mr. Hogsett feels 
confident that it will nore be many 
years before all of these herds are 
fully accredited.

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THE INTERNATIONAL BUTTER 
SITUATION 


Far-reaching changes have taken 
place in recent years in the develop- 
ment of the dairy industry throughout 
the world. Sch changes are now 
vitally affecting the volume and 
course of international trade in dairy 
products and directly or indirectly 
are having their influence upon the 
markets in the United States. 

In the present situation there is no 
doubt that the foreign butter market 
is exerting a strengthening influence 
upon the market in this country. At 
a time when foreign production is the 
heaviest it has ever been, recently 
renewed purchases by Germany of 
very substantial quantities of foreign 
butter, together with seasonal ‘scarc- 
ity of imported supplies in Great Brit- 
ain, have contributed to prevent what 
seemed otherwise to be an inevitable 
decline in the price of butter. A later 
phase of the foreign sitation may in 
turn have the opposite effect upon 
the market for butter in this country 
and abroad. 

Dairy production has been increas- 
ing in recent years in virtually all 
countries the world over. This can 
safely be attributed to the general 
profitableness of dairying as compared 
with other farm enterprises. There 
is every reason to believe, further- 
more, that this expansion is of a 
substantial and permanent nature. 
Even though consumption of dairy 
products may be expected to be in- 
creased more readily than world pro- 
duction can be checked, the process 
will involve the keenest of competi- 
tion for profitable markets. Already, 
the general depression in the Euro- 
pean margarine industry gives added 
evidence of heavy world production 
of butter. 

The most recent growth in dairy- 
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ing has taken place, not in the older 
European dairy countries such as 
Denmark and Holland, but in the com- 
paratively new and_ unexploited 
countries, particularly New Zealand, 
and in Australia and Argentina. The 
most marked change in the world’s 
dairy production since the outbreak 
of. the war has been this shift from 
the northern to the southern hemis- 
phere, with the corresponding shift 
in the seasonal trend of supply as well 
as the additional dairy resources 
made available to the trade. 


Russia, before the war, was second 
only to Denmark as an exporter of 
butter with an average exportation of 
150,000,000 lbs. annually. With the 
outbreak of the war her surplus was 
for years entirely cut off. At present 
the European butter trade is about 
back to pre-war volume with the 
former Russian supply replaced by 
butter from other and newer produc- 
ing countries. Russia, however, is 
again beginning to export in consid- 
erable quantities. It seems well for 
the dairy industry in the United 
States and elsewhere that some of 
the pre-war German demand is being 
revived at the same time. 


The British butter market through 
a combination of circumstances has 
been relieved during much of the past 
year from the pressure which might 
have been expected to result from the 
general tendency toward recovery of 
world production and trade. In the 
year ended June 30, 1924, Great Brit- 
ain imported 501,760,000 lbs. of but- 
ter compared with the record impor- 
tation of 513,097,000 Ibs. during the 
preceding year. The sudden revival 
of German demand has been referred 
to. An altogether temporary check 
upon production in Australia and 
New Zealand due to drought also con- 
tributed to cut down the otherwise

The program 
of special papers presented at the 
yarious sessions of the convention 
covered many interesting phases of 
the dairy industry, including a discus- 
sion of agricultural conditions in 
Europe by Dr. Warren of Cornell 
University, the dairy feed situation 
py H. E. Babcock, manager of the G. 
L. F. Exchange, discussion of 
marketing problems by Prof. Borland 
of Pennsylvania State College, Prof. 
Tailby of Cornell University and 
Prof. Ross of the same institution. 
Dr. V. A. Moore, Dean of the New 
York State College of Veterinary 
Science, discussed the problem of 
keeping our accredited herds from 
reinfection, and County Agent Leader 
Jay Coryell described the work of the 
farm bureau in behalf of the dairy 
industry. Commissioner Berne E. 
Pyrke, of Department of Farms and 
Markets, also presented an interest- 
ing address on the status of the dairy 
and live stock industry of the state. 
Dr. Thomas P. Farmer, health officer 
of the City of Syracuse, submitted 
some facts on milk from the con- 
sumers’ standpoint. 

Following the presentation of the 
formal papers, the election of officers 
for the ensuing year was held, with 
the following results: President, C.
